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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  HUDSON 
CITY  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING 
SPTEMBER  30,  1922. 


To  the  members  of  the  Hudson  City  Hospital: 

The  purpose  of  this  year’s  report  is  not  to  recount  the  greatly 
increased  volume  of  work  done  and  the  expenses  of  the  same,  since 
the  appended  statement  will  show  those  details,  but  rather  to  lay 
stress  on  the  present  needs  of  the  hospital. 

It  was  thought  that  the  addition  of  the  “Private  Hall”  (formerly 
the  Herbs  residence)  would  provide  for  at  least  five  years’  growth. 
The  enlarged  building  was  opened  January  1st  on  a Monday.  The 
rooms  were  filled  by  the  following  Wednesday,  and  have  been  full 
ever  since. 

The  obstetrical  department  has  long  since  outgrown  the  six  beds 
in  the  Potts  Memorial  wing,  and  now  occupies  the  whole  lower  floor 
o-f  the  main  hospital.  One  hundred  eighty-six  babies  were  born  there 
last  year,  and  about  two  weeks  ago  seven  were  born  in  one  day.  This 
department  has  already  outgrown  our  capacity,  and  there  is  every 
prospect  "of  a greatly  increased  demand  for  beds  which  we  shall  be 
unable  to  fill. 

In  short,  we  are  facing  a serious  condition.  We  have  insufficient 
beds  to  meet  present,  let  alone  future,  demands,  and  must  do  one 
of  two  things,  build,  or  turn  away  patients  who  apply. 

We  still  are  $23,000  in  debt  for  the  purchase  and  reconstruction 
of  “Private  Hall.”  The  extension  of  the  wing  on  this  building  to- 
wards Prospect  Ave.  to  provide  twelve  additional  rooms  would  cost 
at  least  $40,000.  A new  wing  on  the  main  building  to  enlarge  the 
men’s  ward  by  twelve  beds  and  add  six  obstetrical  rooms  would  cost  a 
similar  amount.  Such  enlargements  would  necessitate  more  nurses 
and  a wing  added  to  Cavell  House  to  accommodate  them,  at  a similar 
cost  We  have  now  twelve  fires  to  care  for,  and  a central  heating 
plant  is  very  necessary,  and  would  cost  at  least  $50,000. — a -total  of 
$170,000. 

Our  present  policy  is  to  use  the  income  from  our  endownment 
fund,  first,  to  pay  our  indebtedness  of  $23,000,  and,  second,  to  apply 
the  same  to  building  the  additional  wings.  It  is  thus  evident  that 
some  years  must  elapse  before  we  are  in  a position  to  meet  this 
situation,  and  we  trust  our  friends  will  understand  when  they  hear 
of  patients  refused  admission  that  we  are  doing  all  within  our  power. 

We  are  sometimes  optimistic  enough  to  think  that  some  generous 
reader  of  our  report  will  find  the  will  and  ability  to  come  to  our  aid. 
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This  year  we  have  been  able  to  reduce  our  indebtedness  from 
$35,000  to  $23,000,  and  to  appropriate  $2,300  to  move  the  laundry  from 
the  main  hospital  cellar  to  the  large  brick  barn  and  replace  some 
worn-out  machinery  with  new. 

We  are  accumulating  a fund  for  an  annex  to  Cavell  House  by  the 
investment  of  the  amount  received  from  the  sale  of  the  old  Nurses’ 
Home,  and  it  now  amounts  to  $7,668.15.  Such  annex  should  be  known 
as  the  “Dr.  Fritts  Memorial.” 

The  hospital  is  still  being  economically  run  the  cost  per  patient 
per  day  in  1920-21  was  $3.3-3 ; 1921-22  $295,  about  the  lowest  of  any 
hospital  in  the  state,  the  cost  in  many  being  over  $5,00.

The  death  of  Miss  Potts  during  the  year  was  an  irreparable  loss, 
not  only  financially,  for  her  gifts  totaled  about  $200,000,  but  because 
of  her  sympathetic  interest  and  wise  counsels. 

The  staff,  the  superintendent,  her  assistants  and  the  nurses  and 
our  faithful  employees,  are  earning  the  gratitude  of  a host  of  patients 
and  their  friends  by  a conscientious  devotion  to  duty  that  is  never 
exceeded,  we  do  not  hesitate  to  say,  anywhere.
